1. Universal service. | 

2. American troops to Europe. 
3. No separate peace. 

An informant whose identity cannot properly be 
disclosed, but whose sources cf knowledge are ex- 
ceptional, has expressed to Tur TRIBUNE the con- 
fident expectation that the European war will be 
over by September or October, if not sooner. No 
one would dogmatize on this subject and our in- 
formant modifies his opinion with the cautionary 


he relies war may continue for a longer period. 
Yet he inclines strongly to the former date and 
there is much in the surface facts known to us all 
to support it. 

Also it appears more than likely that when it 
comes it will be what Mr. Wilson calls “ peace 
without victory.” That is, it will find neither side 
a conqueror, both sides in possession of their main 
resources, neither side prostrate. | 

We are now entering upon active hostilities 
against Germany. We must face the fact that 
the greatest land power in the world is our enemy 
and we must prepare against the natural conse- 
quences of such a situation. 

If a European peace comes in September or Oc- 
tober—or even sooner—are we to be found unpre- 
pared on land and sea to defend our shores and 
our interests from attack? We have remained 
nearly three years without preparation. We have 
thrived behind the bulwarks of the British fleet 
and the bayonet barricade of the allied armies. We 
have been free to do as we chose because all 
Burope is locked in a death grapple. But surely 
We are not so blind as to think our immunity will 
jJast always. If peace comes it will end. If the 
British bulwark is pierced by the submarine it will 
end with terrible suddenness. Are we ready to 
Stand alone against our enemy? 

There is but one course for us to follow. We 
must develop our defenses at top speed and we 
must keep them strong in war or peace. et 

There is but one guaranty of peace for us, It is 
an army of the people always ready in peace or 
war. We cannot have such an army under the 


volunteer system? That has been proved. Enough | 


men will not volunteer for training in peace. Yet 
we must be ready in peace or we are not ready 
for war. There is one way to have adequate de- 
fense at all times, and that is to train our young 
men of 19 before they have taken on the responsi- 
bilities of adult life, domestic relations, and busi- 
ness relations, and to turn these young men back 
into civil life as a trained reserve against the day 
of threatened war. 

An army of young men of 19, 500,000 strong, and 
reserve of older men who have been thus trained, 
numbering in a few years several millions, means 
assured peace for this nonaggressive country. 
With a competent navy and such a force on land 
no single power, however strong and bellicose, 
and no probable combination of powers would find 
it worth while to indulge in aggression against us. 
Our shores would be as nearly safe as anything 
€an be on this earth, and our interests would be 
Tespected. — wie : 
Americans who desire peace, and all Americans 
desire peace, should see that this security is made 
@ reality as soon as it may be. The army of 500,- 
000 men of 19 should be a reaiity within as short 
time as possible. The system of universal serv- 
ice should be established permanently in the policy 
of the American republic, our defense for all time 
to come. he 
But we are now involved in the European war 
and we must deal with immediate conditions. We 
are entering upon a period of avowed hostility and 
We should see to it that we play our part with 
Vigor in order that we may preserve our own self- 
respect and win the respect of friend and fce. We 
have no troops to spare for the front now, but we 
should begin to make an army to be used against 
the enemy. There has been intimation from Wash- 
ington that the troops we raise will not be used in 
Hurope. What could be a more mischievous policy 
than that? If we are to commit ourselves to hos- 
tilities to Germany and still stand passive we are 
assuring contempt without avoiding hatred. A 
boxer who announces he will not strike back frees 
bis opponent of all fear and permits him to strike 
at will with all his strength. He would not stand 
Zp one round, and if we were to adopt and an- 
nounce so stupid a policy, we should be covering 
ourselves with ridicule. 

We are entering the greatest war in history. It 
is necessary for us to summon all our powers and 
to exert them in order that victory shall be with 
our side, not with the side we have elected to op- 
pose. Our allies and our enemies are nations in 
arms. We, too, must be a nation in arms. We 


must bind them not to lay down their arms and 
leave us alone on the battlefield. 

, The three requisites of our policy are the estab- 
lishment of universal service, the sending of an 
army when ready to fight by the side of our allies, 
and the securing of a voice in the final negotiation 
of peace.

from attacks by any German raiders. 
While there are many who, apprehen- 
sive of the effect of Japanese competi- 
tion in trade, and rivalry in political in- 
fluence in China, will be disposed to de- 
plore the abandonment of Macao to 
Japan, her advent there will be a source 
ef congratulation to those who know 
Macao best.

Washington, D. C., March 26.—[Spe- 
cial.J—The federal war risk insurance 
bureau today made known its policy 
of writing war risks during the present 
crisis. 


Insurance on all shipping from the 
United States to other points in the 
‘| western hemisphere—that means 
North and South American ports—can 
be taken out by shippers through any 
collector of customs at any American 


port. 


Insurance to Europe, Asia, or Africa 
is written only at the office of the war 
risk bureau in the treasury department 


here at Washington. 


Flat Rates Not Quoted. 
Flat rates are not quoted. In an in- 
terview explaining how the insurance 
on war risks is written, William C. De 


Lanoy, director of the bureau, said: 


We write war risks—not marine in- 
surance—only on American vessels and 
their cargoes; but we cannot quote rates 


until we know the name of the vessel,

(all ports to be named), 
amount of insurance required, name of 


assured, and aproximate sailing date. 


“All quotations are made for forty- 
eight hours acceptance and filing of ap- 
accompanied by 
check (made payable to the treasurer 
of the United States) in payment of the 
premium, and with the warranty that 
the vessel will sail within fifteen days 
from the date of the application. No 
insurance will be accepted after the ves- 
sel has sailed.” :

| MISS JULIA ARTHUR 
In “SEREMONDA” 


BY PERCY HAMMOND. 
| R. LINDSEY, the author of 
“ Seremionda,” expressed the 
belief last night at the Black- 
oe stone that serious drama in 
blank verse would find sanctuary in 
Chicago and the middle west. His 
Play, said he, did fairly well in New 
York, and very well in Boston, his 
home and that of the star, Miss Julia 
Arthur. But he suspected that it 
would come more fully into its own 
amongst us of the Great Lakes.

It is probable, however, that Sere- 
monda is not an accurate gauge of 
Cook county’s perceptions in the mat-| 
ter of serious drama in blank verse. 
Serious it is, and blank, too, with a 
populous cast, rich and picturesque 
costumes, and quantities of handsome 
scenery, illustrating the lovely land- 
scapes of Languedoc and the grim in- 
terior of one of its medieval castles. But 
unless it is in the-songs sung by the 
troubadours, poetry does not often

The speech is as infallibly metrical 
as the beat of a pianola; it is the hand- 
me-down language of the ready rheto- 
rician, full of “ 'tises and “ forsooths ” 
and “ get you gones” and other ingre- 
dients of the high falutin’ stock pot.

Miss Arthur, as the hapléss heroine, 
is articulate and musical of utterance, 
and, though mature of deportment, 
looks wonderfully young and hand- 
some. The plight of Seremonda seems 
to make it necessary for her to be a 
trifle sullen and d ed; and so some 
of the sympathy of the role is lost to 
Miss Ivy Troutman, who plays a 
younger sister sweetly and with many 
good looks. Mr. Alphonse Ethier, an 
admirable actor of modern miscreants, 
is, unhappily, cast as Raimon; he is 
more of the twentieth century than 
of the twelfth. Mr. Robert Gottschalk, 
as Vidal, who was the Irving Berlin of 
his period, does some pretty singing, 
and he establishes the atmosphere of 
the piece with “ When Knights Were 
Bold,” as an overture. Observation of 
Miss Mary Malloy as a bright serving 
maid is also attended with pleasure.
